Delegates from 2 Univers!' 
ties Confer Here 
Tuesday 



Dorl.<jring that the "X.F.C.U. 
li.-îf ,idoptcd un extremely un- 
democn^lic .utitudr," tlic Stud- 
ents' Councils of Laval Univer- 
sity of Quebec and of the Uni- 
versity of Monircnl ;iniuuinccd 
last night that they would for- 
nially have no connection with 
the Xation.-îl Fcdci .ition of C.in- 
adian University students. 

The official statement issued last 
night was the result of a confer- 
ence held Tuesday attended by 
Gerard Vaillsncoun, président of 
the Students' Council at Laval, by 
Charles Beaudet. president of the 
Council at the University of Mont- 
real and by delegates representing 
bo'Jh Councils. This meeting was 
held in Montreal, at the Hall of 
Students of the University of Mont- 
real 

Kepretentf Opinion. 

An official spokesman of the 
Students' Council concerned said 
last night that the action taken 
"represents the opinion of all those 
students at the two universities 
who care about being in studejit 
associations." 

The E*.atement issued last night 
said that the councils of the two 
universities consider it the func- 
tion of a student organization to 
stimulate discussion of all problems 
facing youth today. The statement 
continued saying that the 
"N.F.C.U.S. consisting of 15 or 16 
members meeting every tv/o years, 
has shown itself unable to serve 
the needs of the mass of Canadian 
students." 

Speaking on the proposed ques- 
tionnaire that the Canadian Student 
Assembly is preparing to circular 
ize, the statement said that it wa» 
generally known that a question- 
naire on conscription has been 
undertaken. VThc N.F.C.U.S. lead 
ers have stated their opposition, 
revealing an autocratic attitude to 
which we are unaccustomed, and 
even, to a certain extent, an anti- 
Canadian attitude." 

The statement continued on the 
subject of the N.F.C.U.S. attitude 
toward the proposed questionna irt 
saying that this stand on the part 
of the leaders was taken without 
coiiiuiling the French-Canadian 
members of the Federation. This 
was done, it said, "despite the fact 
that French-Canadian sludenU, as 
a body, are unalterably opposed to 
conscription." 

Ending the statement v/ith the 
words that Canadian unity will no 
longer be possible "if the opinion 
of a large section of the Canadian 
people is ignoired." the StudenU'

Vancouver, February R, — 
(C.U.I»)— In a Mormy two and 
three quarter hour extraordin- 
ary alma mater mrcliuK railed 
here Wednesday by a ^prclal 
prlition, V.KX'. students rn- 
dorsrd by a .I.sn-IHH vote de- 
rision thrlr rounril susiprndinK 
Ihe C.S,A. from this rkmpus 
pcfidinc submission of the of- 
ficial conference report and 
further invriligation. 

Before this more than six 
hundrrd booint and chrcriiii 
students packed the university 
thralrr to Ihe doors in the long- 
est and most hectic meeting in 
years. Speakers charged that 
the C.S.A. representatives and 
their actions were coupled with 
subversive ronfrrrnrc decisions, 
that anti-conscription is detri- 
mental to the good name of the 
universily, not that C.H.A. dele- 
gates were representatives of 
student opinion since they were 
not chosen by open student 
voting. 

Council President John Pear- 
son sUted that the C.S.A. was 
suspended on the grounds that 
the national conferenee actions 
brought adverse publicity te the 
university. The Council pledged, 
he said, support to the govern- 
ment and the board of gov- 
ernors to oppose anything detri- 
mental to Canada's war effort. 
Donald McGill, a debater, 
charged that the C.S.A. commit- 
tees were railroaded. 

Darrel Braidwood, a council 
member, supported this state- 
ment adding that the council 
wants a report before reaccepl- 
ing the C.S.A. "anything may 
have gone on at that confer- 
ence." He questioned the exclu- 
sion of the press from the con- 
ference and the submission here 
of proWsional educational report 
which might be changed by Ihe 
eastern executive weeks after 
the conference. C.S.A. speakers 
claimed that they were not giv- 
en time to submit a report stat- 
ing that their case was not pre- 
sented fairly but apparently were 
unable to explain the delay. He 
referred to other work of Ihe 
conlerence which was shown 
later by Biddy McNeil, coun- 
cil member, to have been either 
in effect or in capable hands on 
this campus for a long time, A 
motion to table this was defeat- 
ed.

GOD DISCUSSED 

Harry Simkover Addresses 
PiillosopbiGai Society 

Belief In Deity Based on Im- 
mediate Experience, Not 
Reasoning 

"TTiere are reasonable grounds 
for a belief in God, but such a be- 
lief is not necessary," was the con- 
clusion reached by Hairy Simkovcr 
in his speech to the Piulc^oplucal 
Society on "Is Divine Existence 
Credible?" In tlie Union last night. 

"There have been various ba^ci 
for Ihe belief in a divinity.' said 
Simkover, a Fourth Year Honour 
sludciii ill Gjcok and Pliilosojihy, 
bitihi/, lijs uik on a r.pcucli given 
ijy Piof. Komp Smith before Ihe 
flriutJi Academy in 1&31, "among 
them the view that divine existence 
can be demonstrated from the /acts 
of Nature and history." He went on 
to iJiijvc that divine existence can- 
not be piovcd by iii/ltciicc and 
cannot be arrived at by jiialogical 
reasoning, and that Uicrcforc cilliur 
wc have no right to claim a belie/ 
in God, or that we must experience

Atrirmatlve Speaks. 

Joseph McNeal, opening the ar- 
gument for- the affirmative, stated 
that a written constitution em- 
bodies the fundamental and organic 
laws of a society, state or nation. 
Therefore, any denial of the auth- 
ority of the constitution is a denial 
ol the laws and principles of the 
state. Considering social progress, 
it is defined as a gradual better- 
ment of society and never shows a 
sudden advancement forward but 
rather a methodic and cautious 
trend forward. These trends have 
their periods of difficulty but never 
periods of retrogression. Applying 
these conceptions of the Written 
constitution and social progress to 
different forms of government, it 
is found that governments fall into 
two main types: absolutist and con- 
stitutional. Absolutist government is 
contrary to the nature of man and 
has always denied him his inalien 
able rights. Thus the people are 
dissatisfied and tend to bo révolu 
tionary. This cannot be termed 
progress. Constitutional government 
is in accord with the nature of man 
and rather than denying, reor- 
ganizes, augments and protects his 
rights,

The noted English explorer and 
authoress. Miss Rosita Forbes, who 
is making a six weeks' tour of Can- 
ada under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council of Education, will

of the Women's Union. 

Noted for her far-flung travels 
and her many books and articles, 
Miss Forbes has led an exciting and 
varie<l life. .Sir IVicy Sykes, also a 
famous traveller, ineUulc^l her in 
his book, "Explorers All", based on 
the lives of twelve great explorers. 
During the World War she served 
as driver of a flying ambulance at 
the front, and was decorated with 
two medals by the French, 
Travels. 

In her travels, she has visiUid 
most known countries in the world. 
In 1920 she went to Rufara in 
Libya, unvisiled by Europeans since 
Rohlf's imsuocessful expedition in 
1870. and in 192i! she went to un- 
known Aitv. In .1 tnp arimnd tlie 
World u lUi anullicr girl bho visited 
3(1 couiuncs. As a correspondent 
for the London Daily Telegraph, she 
went through the Balkan stjtes. 
South .America, Russia and Ger. 
many, ulitii: she had t>so inter- 
views wuh. plidftcelicM; Hitler,

written, of which there are over 15. 
are "Forbidden Road: Kabul to 
Samarkand." "A Unicorn in the 
BahanMî," and "Eight Republics in 
Search of a Future." She ts a 
Feltow of the Royal Geographical 
Society, and an honorary member 
of the French, Royal Italian and 
Royal .\ntwerp Geographical So- 
cieties.

A Kieçiing of the Students' Society has 
been called to ditcuss the poiiiion of thé 
Canadian Student Afsenibly on tlie McGill 
campus. Much has been iaid in the past 
few weeks both by the C.S.A. and by iho;c 
ppposed to the C.S.A., all of which has 
Twulted in a great deal of adverse public- 
ity for McGill in particular and for univer- 
Bty students in general. For obvjous rea» 
•ODi we shall not discuss the events of the 
past two or three weeks; rather, we shall 
discuss the problem as it affects ^IcGill at 
the present moment. 

The purpose of this editorial is not to 
tell McGill students how to think or what 
to think, but merely to ask them to think, 
and ai the same time to point out salient 
facts which may be o\-erlooked or roisun- 
dérirtood. Thus we should like to point 
out that whereas before Christmas there 
were two so-called national bodies purport- 
ing to rçpreBeot Ceoadiaa Student opinion, 
neither of these bodies it truly national at 
the preeent time and neither is in a posi- 
tion to suggest that it is. Enough of the 
national aspect of the question. It should 
not becloud i-hc issues which will be rais- 
ed on Monday next. 

It would be educating, to say the least, 
for the average student to glance through 
the files of the Daily. In 1913 editorials 
appeared condemning the attitude of The 
Montreal Star in criticizing the student 
publication ; io the twentiet the down-to^ n 
|ire«s received an editorial lecture for re- 
ferring to McGill students at radicals; only 
three yeare ago the studeote were consid- 
ered "pink" for their defence of free speech; 
while a Daily headline in 1938 announced: 
"McGill To Fight fadloek taw UptUy". 

Students at McGill are no different 
iftem students at other uujversities in other 
pi^rte of Canada and the United States,— 
they are \'erj' often in conflict with the 
"powers that be". We can't help feeling 
itiiat this h a good thing, that it i^ some* 
étânf to be thankful for, not feoipething to 
J»gret. 

The ordinary individual m the f;ornr 
JWUnity takes university students too :»eri' 
pygly.This is particulariy true of the me- 
tropolitan press. In their self-rightous atti^

We are not attacking the C.S.,\., we 
are not defending it, we arc simply point- 
ing o\it that a situation which exists, re- 
grettable though it may be, should be re- 
cogniied by all'-^ihe majority of students 
at this university pay no attention to cam- 
pus controversies and ronsequently express 
no opinion regarding then). In view of the 
adverse publicity which McGill and its 
jtudcnts have been receiving in the piist 
few weeks, this fact should be made known 
or preferably every student should be pre- 
sent at the meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety to register his opinion, whatever it 
may be. ^ 

NEWS ITEM. 

Glasgow, Scotland, February 7.— (CP) 
—Sir Archibald Sinclair, Opposition Liber- 
al leader in the House of Commons, said 
today that the "dangerous enemies of 
freedom" in Great Britain are not Fascists 
or Comniunists, but "those intolerant of 
the riglui of others.'' 

Speaking at Glasgow University, where 
he was installed as Lord Rector, Sir Archi- 
bald called freedom of the press and pub- 
licity tlie "best antidote to corruption." 

He declared that strong currents of 
controversy in Parliament and the press 
would result in a "more vital, progressive 
and robuet national life."

Let it be understood that I hold 
no brief for the C.S.A. 1 have no 
sympathy for their views. If they

Many bitlev cvMiiments appeared 
111 \Veviiie,5d»>'s l">aU\, both in an 
Editvirial and by coircspondeneo, 
chiefly decrying the undemocratic 
nature of the proceedings. To those 
horrified critics and particularly to 
tlie young lady who witnessed tlie 
"crucifixion of democracy". 1 should 
like to make the follow ins observ- 
ations. One man attempted to ad- 
journ a moetmR of at least three 
hundred students, and acting upon 
this incredible and fake adjourn 
ment, he brought in the police 
(Shades of the Padlock t,aw!> and 
other authorities lo, quoting (ho 
nsil.\. "olear out the hall." That 
wat a most lilataiit arbitrary action 
and is contrary lo democratic pro- 
cedure, otherwise any chairman 
could cut short any meeting, when 
something disagreeable and unwel- 
come to him.telf turned up This is 
the common law rule unless the 
contrary is definitely stipulated in 
the constitution of the organization.

Con- 
stitutional govcrnincnl in the 
United States lias f.Tiled to guiir- 
antee to sonic of its people tliclr 
full rights, AlthoiiRh Ihe 15th 
Amendment guarantees lo the 
Negro his right to vole, he Is pre- 
vented from voting in the south, 
reople Fought (or TrogreM. 

Bernard O'Connor second speak- 
er for the alTirmativc, said thai the 
peoples of the world have fought 
for and achieved progress and that 
there could be no objection to their 
embodying their reform."; in a con- 
stitution. In every generation there 
is need lo examine foundations of 
government. T^ie fluctuating de- 
mands of the majority of the peo- 
ple present a menace to the rights 
of minorities. A constitution pro- 
vides a stabilizing influence against 
this. 

Leonard Bcrcuson, concluding the 
argument for the negative, stated 
that the affirmative would have to 
prove that there could be absolute- 
ly no progress without a constitu- 
tion. This, he said, is impossible be- 
cause it is untrue, A hundred and 
fifty years ago England had bar« 
baric laws, terrible prisons and 
little freedom of speech. England 
has made much progress since then 
yet she has never had a constitu- 
tion. The United SUtes with its 
written constitution has 50% of its 
schoolchildren ill-clothed and un- 
dernourished. This shows that a 
constitutional government does not 
necessarily give its people their 
full rights. Russia has a perfectly 
democratic constitution yet it is 
governed by a dictator. Social pro- 
gress resides in the people and must 
come from the people. 

In rebuttal Joseph McNeal said 
that the people had no guarantee 
that men of ill-repute would not 
take office, however a constitution 
would restrain and control them, 
England has its Magna Charter 
which can be considered a constl 
tulion. 

Horace G. Baugh was in the chair 
and the judges, who reached a 
unanimous decision were Professor 
Fulton of the Department of Phil 
osophy, McGill University, A. Cos. 
ten of the Junior Board of Trade, 
and J. O'Brien of the Canadian Pa 
clfic Railway.

Councils declared their intention of 
formally withdrawing from the 
Federation in order not "again to 
become victims of the autocratic 

measures of the N. F. C. U. S." 

The full text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

The StudenU' Oouncils of the 
University of Montreal and of 
Laval University (Quebec) have re- 
solved to wilhdraw from the Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students (N.F.C.U.S,). Here, 
briefly, are the reasons for this de- 
cision: 

Tlie Studen<s' Councils of ihctc 
t','<o univcisilici consider Uint ii Is 
the function of a student organiza- 
tion to fetimulate full and free dis- 
cussion of all lilio problems which 
face youth to-day. Canadian stu- 
dents must lake a stand. They inui.t 
adopl decisions which teem to 
them tu be ill Uie interests of Ihcir 
country, Canada. 

The N.F.C.U.S., consisting of fif- 
teen or sixteen members meeting 
every two years, has shown itself 
unable lo acivl- ilic needs of the 
mass of Canadian SiLudciiii. 

Most important of aii, the N.FC. 
U.S, has adopted an extremely un- 
democratic altitude. II is generally 
known lhal the dislribiition of a 
questionnaire on conscription has 
beiii undertaken, in ludti iiuii &iu- 
•ic'iiU may express their opirilon uj 
Uiii iisuc. Tltc N.B'.C U.S. leadtrii 
Vave atalod their oppoaiUoo, rQveal' 



ing an undemocratic altitude to 
which we are unaccustomed, and 
even, to a certain extent, an antl- 
Canadian attitude.
